On August 23, 1975, Sheriff GILES DANIEL advised that 
about 15 robed klansmen gathered on private property across 
from the County Fairgrounds on the afternoon of Saturday, 
August 23, 1975, between the hours of 4:00 and 6:00 p.m. He 
stated that the group held picket signs in support of the 
Highway Patrol, and caused no trouble or incident.

Saturday night, 7\ugust 30, 1975, v/hicli Vv'as m.arked by violence. 
Tjie situation, which v/as highly confused, appears to have 
occurred at about the time the cross v;as to be lighted. 
At this time a group of Negroes purporting to be associated 
with an organisation called the Dlack Zvfro Americans infiltrated 
the rally and attacked the television crew. When it became 
apparent v/hat v;as happening, some of the klansm.en came to the 
aid of the television crew and several of the negroes v;cre 
badly beaten.
